Who was temple shooter?

OAK CREEK, Wis. The gunman who 
killed six people at a Wisconsin Sikh 
temple was a 40 -year-old U.S. Army 
veteran, and authorities said they were 
investigating possible links to white 
supremacist groups, including his 
membership in skinhead rock bands. 
The assailant, shot dead by police 
at the scene Sunday was identified as Wade Michael Page. He 
served as an Army soldier from 1992 to 1998, said police chief 
John Edwards in the Milwaukee suburb of Oak Creek where 
the 400 -member temple is located. 

Page was a member of two racist bands named End Apathy 
and Definite Hate, “a band whose album ‘Violent Victory’ 
featured a gruesome drawing of a disembodied white arm 
punching a black man in the face,” according to the Southern 
Poverty Law Center, which tracks hate groups. 

Page killed six people and seriously wounded three, 
including a police officer, at the Sikh Temple of Wisconsin as 
worshipers prepared for religious services. There was a fourth 
person wounded less seriously 

The dead were five men and one woman, aged between 39 
and 84. Members of the Sikh community said the president of 
the congregation and a priest were among the victims. 

Survivors described women and children hiding in the 


pantry of the temple’s community kitchen as the gunman 
stormed through the building. 

“Everyone was falling on top of one another,” said Parminder 
Toor, 54, speaking in Punjabi as her daughter-in-law, Jaskiran 
Kaur, translated. “It was dark and we were all crammed in.” 
One of the women who made it into the pantry had been shot 


in the hand, and there was “blood everywhere,” Toor said. 

Eederal authorities said they were treating the attack as a 
possible act of domestic terrorism. 

“The definition of domestic terrorism is the use of force or 
violence for social or political gain, so that’s obviously what 
we’re looking at,” said EBI special agent Teresa Carlson.

His suspicions about certain areas being 
worse than others aren’t without merit. The 
general area of State and Division streets, 
which is near several nightlife hotspots, has 
logged nearly loo reports of assatxlt or bat- 
tery inside bars and clubs since 2007, ranking 
it among the top three offending areas almost 
every year in the period ending in June, ac- 
cording to an analysis of poHce reports from 
the city’s data portal.

“If I see a violent incident happen, I don’t 
wait for two or three [more],” he said. When 
a report of a fight comes in to his district, he 
calls owners in to explain what happened and 
makes sure the establishment was following its 
own safety plan. When patrons come to blows 
in a bar, Angarone said, bars are required to call 
police. If a bar or club becomes a repeat of- 
fender, Angarone said, owners can face conse- 
quences including the loss of their Hcenses. He 
said he believes the dropping numbers show 
owners are getting the message. 

But hotspots for violence inside bars and 
clubs exists beyond Angarone’s district. The 
2000 block of North Milwaukee Avenue, 
near the intersections of Armitage and West- 
ern avenues, was first in 2010 and second in 
2011 for the most fights. The area saw about

D PASADENA, Calif. NASAs Mars science 
rover Curiosity performed a daredevil de- 
scent through pink Martian skies early Monday 
to clinch a historic landing inside an ancient cra- 
ter, ready to search for signs the Red Planet may 
once have harbored key ingredients for life. 

Mission controllers burst into applause and 
cheers as they received signals confirming that 
the car-sized rover had survived a perilous 
seven-minute descent NASA called the most 
elaborate and difficult feat in the annals of ro- 
botic spaceflight. 

Engineers said the tricky landing sequence, 
combining a giant parachute with a rocket-pack 
that lowered the rover to the Martian surface 
on a tether, allowed for zero margin for error. 

“I can’t believe this. This is unbelievable,” 
said Allen Chen, the deputy head of the rover’s 
descent and landing team at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory near L. A. 

Moments later. Curiosity beamed back its 


first three images from the Martian surface, 
one of them showing a wheel of the vehicle and 
the rover’s shadow cast on the rocky terrain. 

The landing marked a much-welcome suc- 
cess and a major milestone for a U.S. space 
agency beset by budget cuts and the recent can- 
cellation of its space shuttle program, NASA’s 
centerpiece for 30 years. 

The $2.5 billion Curiosity project, formally 
called the Mars Science Laboratory is NASA’s 
first astrobiology mission since the 197 os-era 
Viking probes. 

“It’s an enormous step forward in planetary 
exploration. Nobody has ever done anything 
like this,” said John Holdren, the top science 
advisor to President Obama. “It was an incred- 
ible performance.” 

Obama issued a statement hailing the Curi- 
osity landing as “an unprecedented feat of tech- 
nology that will stand as a point of national 
pride far into the future.”

Team pursuit 

What it sounds like: Packs of women 
and men trolling the bars in search of 
Mr./Mrs. Right Now.

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Restless Jack White rebels 
against genres and society, 
but remains a true romantic

A blunderbuss is an early shotgun. You could 
put anything inside its horn-like muzzle — bro- 
ken glass, nails, rocks, metal scraps — though a 
lead ball was preferred. The makeshift ammo 
would spray a short but lethal distance. Amer- 
ican revolutionaries and explorers favored 
blunderbusses, as did buccaneers. 

‘A romantic bust/ A blunder turned/ Explo- 
sive blunderbuss,” Jack White sings on “Blun- 
derbuss,” the title track from his stunning 
first solo album. “Blunderbuss” premiered at 
No. I upon its April release. 

The antique weapon provides a useful 
metaphor for recurring themes of the 37-year- 
old’s decade-plus career: his predilection for 
pre-modern technology, his digger interest 
in folk history, his scrappy inventiveness, his 
tendency to blow up. The lyric captures one 
of the several gifts — deft poetic wordplay 
—that have made White probably the most 
important musician of the past decade to tap 
into roots music traditions while simultane- 
ously exploding conventions. 

White is the 21st century incarnation of an 
American archetype: the restless spirit. 

“I can’t help myself; I have to work on 
music and art,” White said recently during a 
45-minute interview from a casino in Dela- 
ware, a stop on the tour that had him close 
Lollapalooza on Sunday in Grant Park. “I 
don’t have any choice. I don’t get up in the 
morning and pick and choose. It’s natural, it’s 
unstoppable. If I wander around the house, I 
will find myself in front of a piano.” 

Restlessness has 
fueled a prolific, 
genre-spanning 
career as well as 
a peripatetic per- 
sonal life. As half 
of Detroit garage- 
rock duo The 
White Stripes, 
his indie-rock 
song “Seven Na- 
tion Army” broke 
through to com- 
mercial rock radio, thanks mostly to his feed- 
back-laden lead guitar riff The Stripes were 
willfully contrarian and devilishly quirky: 
They played and recorded only on analog 
equipment and, inspired by peppermint can- 
dy, dressed in red and white. 

“When the White Stripes came out we just 
did a lot of things that weren’t very popular,” 


White said. “I’m not saying we were better 
than other people. I’m just saying we weren’t 
doing things that were very popular. It wasn’t 
popular to record on tape, it was popular to 
record on Pro Tools by then.” 

The White Stripes split in 2011. By then. 
White had begun pursuing other projects. 
He formed indie-rock super group The Ra- 
conteurs with Brendan Benson and members 
of the Greenhornes; with Alison Mosshart of 
The Kills on vocals, the group becomes The 
Dead Weather. He recorded songs for and ap- 
peared in the Civil War film “Cold Mountain.” 
He produced comeback albums of brave new 
work by two female country legends, Loretta 
Lynn and Wanda Jackson. For the latter re- 
cords, he refused to go the usual aging-legend 
route of interpreting classics or dueting with 
younger stars. 

“With great respect for their talent, I was 
not trying to manipulate them but to get 
them into zones where they were uncomfort- 
able and something new can happen,” White 
says. “They responded pretty well; it’s human 
nature, artists want to be challenged ... they 
rise to it.” 

Recording a solo album was the natural 
next step for White and a way for him to 
challenge himself 
He recorded “Blun- 
derbuss” at his own 
Third Man Studios, 
anchor of the bud- 
ding music empire 
he has created in 
Nashville , Tenn. , 

where he relocated 
after finding he had 
outgrown the De- 
troit scene. 

On “Blunder- 
buss” White has left the garage and taken up 
residence in Music City While punk’s vehe- 
mence still powers his guitar, more often, he’s 
plumbing Memphis soul or Nashville honky 
tonk with songs sculpted as much by pianos 
as by electric six-strings. 

The hard part of making a solo record was 
not having bandmates to hide behind lyrically 


“There’s that one pitfall to putting just your 
name on something in modern times, which is 
that people think all songs written by a person 
are about that person,” he says. 

After all. White’s private life has been a 
subject of interest. Although they professed 
to be brother and sister. Jack was married to 
White Stripes bandmate Meg White. (In a 
flip that’s indicative of his unusual approach 
to gender roles, he took her last name). They 
divorced. In 2005, White married model and 
singer Karen Elson. They had two children 
then divorced in summer 2011; they threw a 
party to celebrate the end of their marriage 
and beginning of their co-parenting friend- 
ship adventure. 

White has admitted that monogamy is not 
his calling. But he’s still a die-hard Romantic, 
with a capital R. Many songs on “Blunder- 
buss” are about the struggle of the individual 
to express himself against the oppressive 
force of society Sometimes, as on the title 
track, the stance is “me and you against the 
world”: “Doing what two people need is never 


on the menu.” Sometimes it’s “me against you 
and the world”: ‘And you’ll be watching me 
girl/ Taking over the world/ Let the stripes 
unfurl,” he sings on “Hip (Eponymous) Poor 
Boy,” a bitter country rocker that seems to be 
about the breakup of The White Stripes— 
but then, that’s taking pronouns literally 
White dedicated the album to his oldest 
brother, who passed away Death and love: the 
two great romantic themes. ‘A lot of things 
died for me in the last couple years, a lot of 
things people don’t even know about, and I 
don’t say out loud,” White says. “I had a lot of 
loss. I wouldn’t call much of it negative, even 
any of it negative. I learned years ago, around 
2005 or so, about death being a romantic 

thing Death and life can become the same 

thing, they can both become romantic, you 
can love both of them equally You can have 
something die in your life, whether it’s a per- 
son or a notion or a relationship, and it can 
be a beautiful thing at the same time. There’s 
nothing wrong with that. It’s something that 
can keep me propelled to keep thinking.” 




How does Jack White, who has been held up as a preeminent guitarist alongside Jimmy Page 
and the Edge and who already has toured with and befriended Bob Dylan, next challenge 
himself? He has been talking for several years with the Rolling Stones about producing their 
next record; ‘Til do it if it’s a dirty blues record and we can get down to something really raw.” 
Ditto the Stooges, losangeles times 


“He’s still alive; he still plays and still records. 
That’s almost like saying Hank Williams is 
still alive.... It makes you think a lot about 
American history and American folk cul- 
ture and music and how the modern era 
relates to it. Is it building on it or not build- 
ing on it?” -White, on his desire to work with country star George Jones.

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Power walking falls between ramble and race

If watching the London Olympics has sparked 
an interest in race walking, with its singular 
hip-swinging, rolling gait, but the pace is not 
right, consider power walking, its more easy- 
going cousin. Whatever your fitness level, ex- 
perts say there will be perks. 

“Landing on the heel, rolling to the toes ... 
using short but fast strides are characteristic 
of both power and race walking,” said Dr. Di- 
xie Thompson, head of the department of ki- 
nesiology, recreation and sport studies at the 
University of Tennessee at Knoxville. 

Race walking has been an Olympic event 
since 1906. 

“Race walking as a competition is very spe- 


cific,” Thompson said. “I would define power 
walking as a type of walking that is purposely 
brisk, as away to enhance fitness and increase 
caloric expenditure while walking.” 

Thompson said almost anyone who walks 
for physical activity could increase his or her 
pace without getting specific coaching. 

“Increasing the pace, even if your tech- 
nique isn’t exactly right, still has a positive 
outcome,” said Thompson, who has been in- 
terested in walking for physical activity since 
the 1990S. 

Power walking or speed walking occurs 
at the upper end of the natural range for the 
walking gait. 

But unlike jogging or running, at least 


one foot is in contact with the ground at all 
times. 

“There’s less force placed on the joints 
compared to running,” Thompson said. 

“You’re not lifting yourself off the ground 
and landing. You’re never completely air- 
borne, so you don’t have that jarring force.” 

Thompson and San Diego-based fitness 
expert Tamilee Webb offered a few tips. 

» Power walking will help you meet 
American College of Sports Medicine 
guidelines, which call for a minimum of 
150 minutes of moderate physical activity 
per week. “Most people would be at moder- 
ate intensity with power walking,” Thomp- 
son said. “Some people can get to vigorous 


intensity, but you have to walk very, very 
fast.” 

» Add hand weights to increase the inten- 
sity of workouts. ‘Always have a balance of 
cardiovascular [walking], muscle condition- 
ing, and flexibility,” Webb said. “Your upper 
body is not getting a lot of muscle tone with 
walking.” 

» Overdoing it can lead to injury. “If 
you’re 250 pounds and have never walked, 
knees maybe sore, back maybe sore, ankles 
may be sore,” Thompson said. 

» Invest in good walking shoes. “Do you 
have a high arch, a flat foot? Do you pro- 
nate?” Webb said. “My rule of thumb is: If it 
hurts, don’t do it.”
